As passed, the bill authorizes the 
payment by the Postoffice Department 
for the carrying of mails of $4 a mile 
on the outward voyage to second-claas, 
Amertean built vessels plying between 
American ports and ports on the 
Philippine Islands, Japan, China an.

Stops at American ports in the South 
Atlantic are provided for. It explicit-

There also is a provision limiting the 
expenditures in any one year to $4,000,- 
000, or to the surplus earnings of the 
ocean mail carrying business.

ACRAMENTO, Feb. 2.—{Exclusive 

Dispatch] In spite of the State 

law and repeated warnings from 
State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction Hyatt, many country Boards 
of Education require pupils in the 
primary and grammar schools to buy 
supplemental books. This is partially 
responsible for the present text-book 
investigation. Many counties noi 
only break the law with reference to 
books, but require children to purchase 
pencils, pens and paper, which is also 
against the law. 
In its manual Monterey county re- 
quires fourteen more books than those 
prescribed by law, Colpa, four; San 
Diego, sixteen; Fresno, (in the man- 
ual of 1965,) twenty-three; Orange, 
seven; Santa Cruz, ten; Riverside. six, 
Los Angeles, books for music ard ag- 
riculture, and Shasta county, five. 
In regard to the purchase of supple- 
mental books Section 1620 of the politi- 
cal code has the following to sar:

Were asleep in a lonely canyon, they 
Were set upon by their Mexican es- 
corte. The three other Chinamen were 
killed, he says, and he himself left 
for dead. He was found later by a 
Mexican “rancher. Two Mexicans 
have been arrested as suspects. 

On account of the hazy recollection 
of the wounded Chinamen, the offi- 
cers have so far been unable to lo- 
Cate the place where the attack oc- 
curred.

ATTEMPTS TO

ACRAMENTO, Feb. 2.—{Exclusive 

Dispatch. ] The latest of the 

unionite measures intended to 
make a conquest of industrially free 
California is that of Senator Finn of 
San Francisco, who is leading’ the 
members from that city almost solid- 
ly in support of these measures. It 
is a rehash of the old bill of last ses- 
sion for the establishment of a State 
Plumbers’ Board. Finn says it has 
been amended to remove the objec- | 
tions against the old bill. 

The State Board of Plumbers is to be 
composed of one physician, two mas- 
ter plumbers and two journeymen : 
they are to be supreme in the trade 
Of course Finn's friend, the Governor, 
is to appoint them. The salary pro- 
vision calls for a per diem of $10 for 
not more than ninety days each year 
and traveling expenses. The board | 
may establish its office wherever it 
pleases in the State. 

After being established, the board is 
to examine “or ally in writing and 
manually” all applicants for licenses 
either as master or employer of 
journeymen and neither may work at 
the trade or employ workmen without 
a license. The licenses are to run for 
a year only and are renewable July 
1 of each year without re-examina-. 
tions. The license fee for applicants 
is $5 for masters and $1 for journey- 
men for original licenses and half of 


age to the State board and those who 
have not are required to pass and 
promulgate the same within Six 
months. Failure of the proper of- 
ficials to do this is a misdemeanor. 

Apparently it is the purpose of the 
law to require municipalities to pass 
laws that the board approves, for it 
provides that the board may make such 
rules and regulations as it deems nec- 
essary. 

Any plumber or master working 
without compiying with the act is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. The bill has 
been referred to the Public Health and 
Quarantine Committee. 

Another of Finn's bills for the union- 
ites came up in the Senate today and 
he made an attempt to pass it while 
many members were out of the cham- 
ber. He summoned his San Francisco 
contingent, but the opposition was so 
strong he postponed consideration un- 
til tomorrow. 

The bill amends the civil code re- 
garding the power of the Governor

The bill 
originated when Gov. Gillett threat- 
ened to send troops to prevent the 
Jeffries-Johnson fight in San Fran- 
cisco.

INTERROGATED. 


Mrs. John Bowers Maintains 
Poise; Gets Sympathy. 


Prom- 
ised Noi Yet Heard. 


Coroner's Jury Finds Tasse 


Was Accidentally Killed. 


LONG BEACH, Feb. 2.—After elud- 


ing court service for several days, Mrs. 


John Bowers, widow of the man who 
was shot on his own porch on Janu- 


ary 17 by his friend, George R. Ward, 


under the impression that he was a 
burglar, arrived this morning from 
Los Angeles to be present when she 
was desired by the District Attorney 
at the preliminary hearing of the al- 
leged murdere®. She was called zo the 
stand about 4 o'clock and for two hours 
underwent a searching and rather 
gruelling quizzing by Deputy District 
Attorney Veitch. 

Though flushed and nervous and 
evidently under a severe mental and 
physical strain, the witness bore her- 
self well and stood the examination 
with self-possession. Only twice did 
she show any decided nervousness. 
Once when a group of outsiders an- 
noyed her by staring in through the 
front windows of the courtroom, she 
asked Veitch if it were possible to 


‘avoid the annoyance. The blinds were 


at once dropped. Tite other occasion 
was when the hat and overcoat worn 
by Bowers were produced for identi- 
fication. The hat she looked at idly 
and said it may have been the obiect 
which impeded her steps while carry- 
ing the body of her husband in the 
house and which she kicked aside. But 
when the coat was picked up, Mrs. 
Bowers, almost on the verge of 
asked Kit was absolutely necessary 
that she\be shown it. Veitch said 
only a moment and, indicating a spot 
where a button had been torn loose, 
asked her if she had noticed that 
when the body was brought into the 
house. She said “no” and the incident 
closed. 

Mrs. Bowers's testimony was given 
direct and with a firmness which in- 
dicated that the story has writ an 
ineffaceable picture in her brain. She 
never contradicted herself and when 
she was asked as to time, or dis- 
tances, frankly admitted that she was 
so distracted that she didn't know 


what she did after the shooting. 


Bit by bit the story was gone over 
and all of her movements that niet 
from the time she left home in the 
early evening until after the tragedy, 
showed no deviation from the story al- 
ready known. Asked why she went to 
sleep quietly and quickly after the ex- 
perience of chasing an unknown man 
from the yard, she responded auiei 
that, “after Mr. Ward agreed to sleep 
in the house, I knew I would be well 
protected.“ She said after the shot 
was fired she rushed to the front room 
just as Ward turned on the gas. To- 
gether they approached the 
Ward leaned over and xclaimed: 
“God's teeth, it's Jack!” ‘Then she 
rushed to Thomas Bowers’s room and 
aroused him and, together. they 
brought the body indoors. After en- 
deavoring to reach central by phone 
for medical assistance, she asked 
Ward to run for a doctor, and he did 
so. Mrs. Bowers described the dark 
cloth worn as a mask by Bowers and 
said she pulled it down from over his 
ears and let it hang around his neck. 

The defense declined to ask any 
questions and Mrs. Bowers left the 
courtroom attended by her brother. X. 
Y. Bygott of Redlands. The State 
then rested and the defense asked an 
adjournment until tomorrow, which 
was agreed to. They claim that thev 
have not decided whether to introduce 
any evidence or proceed with the argu- 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH. 

A coroner’s jury this morning de- 
cided that E. Tasse, killed by an Ala- 
mitos Bay car Tuesday night, came to 
his death accidentally and that no 
blame attached to the car crew. No 
further positive information was 


| brought out regarding the dead man’s 


identity. It seems that Thomas Sharp 


of Pasadena, and ex-Mayor of Winni- 


peg, gave the dead man a letter of in- 
troduction on the strength of an ap- 
peal made by Tasse and his own state- 
ment as to his connections in Montreal. 
C. H. Brouillete, also testifi that he 
knew Tasse, pere and the Kad man 
bore a remarkable resemblance to him. 
The evidence of the car crew was 
along the lines of the first account of 
the tragedy and threw no new light 
upon the matter, A telegram was sent 
the Chief of Police of Montreal, asking 
him to locate Tasse's people and ad- 
vise the disposition of the body, which 
will be held for a day or two. There 
is a disposition to believe that Tasse 
was a professional beggar and also 
masqueraded as a lodge man out of 
employment and destitute. 
DIED WASHING DISHES. 


John Galloway, aged 66, while assist- 
ing his wife in washing dishes last 
night at their home on Myrtle avenue, 
had an attack of heart disease and, 
pitching to the floor, was dead when 
assistance’ reached him. Galloway 
came here ten years ago from Down- 
ey. He leaves a widow and one son. 

LOST A WHEEL. 

Charles Brown, a licensed chauffeur 
of Los Angeles, driving a Studebaker- 
Garford car No. 40,361, cortaining two 
passengers who were making the 
round trip to the beach, in attempt- 
ing to avoid a collision with an elee- 
tric car on First street and Elm ave- 
nue, swung the side of his auto too 
close to the track and lost a wheel, 
the fender and wrecked his lamps.

BUSY DAYS ON STRAND. 


Construction of Picr and Amusement 
Structures Engages Large Number 
of Workmen. 

SANTA MONICA, Feb. 2.—These are 
the liveliest days of winter activity ex- 
perienced anywhere along these shores 
since the building of Venice. And one 
of the busiest of all the busy places is 
the ocean front northward four blocks 
from Marine street. At almost every 
foot of this one thousand or more feet 
of ocean frontage something is do- 
ing. As many men as can be employed 
to advantage are rushing operations on 
the new Marine-street pier and today 
A. D. Scroggy, president of the Moun- 
tain Roll Amusement Company, arrived 
at the beach from San Franciso in com- 
pany with M. D. Cleghorn, inventor of 
this amusement enterprise. 

Their statement is that work,will be 
commenced on this enterprise on the 
15th inst.. the contract for the con- 
crete pile foundation having been let 
to C. W. Corbaley. This feature of the 
new pier will occupy a space 100x500 
feet and at the highest point will go 
into the air to a height of 125 feet. 

Simultaneous with the anrfouncement 
of the letting of contracts in connec- 
tion with the Mountain Roll, Ray Ar- 
nold and A. W. Eager of Los Angeles 
of the Scenic Railway Company state 
that Paul House, to whom the contract 
for the buildimg of that structure has 
been let, will arrive next week from 
Chicago to begin work.

SEA UNDOES WORK. 


Work of Two Weeks Is Undone in 
a Moment by the Shifting of Tide 
Sands. 

WILMINGTON, Feb. 2.—When the 
Pacific Wharf & Storage Company took 
the contract let by Los Angeles for 
dredging in the harbor it was thought 
that the price was considerably higher 
than should have been asked, but de- 


work indicate that somebody besides 
2 Angeles will be the loser by the 
eal. 

Shortly after daybreak this morning 
one of the dikes thrown up around the 
area that is being filled suddenly gave 
way and in less than one hour the work 
of two Weeks was almost entirely un- 
done, and as this has happened on sev- 
eral Occasions the dredging company 
finds that it will be very fortunate if it 
is able to keep from losing money on 
the contract. The dikes, which are 
four feet high and composed of loose 
sand, are not strong enough to hold the 
huge volume of water thrown in by the 
dredger and when the slightest leak 
occurs it is only a few seconds until 
the entire mass of slimy fluid goes 
rushing back into the harbor, to be 
dredged out again. 

A break in the dikes on the west side 
of the fill yesterday morning caused 
several thousand yards of soil to be 
washed into the channel that was 
dredged by Wilmington prior to consol- 
idation, one of the laborers having a 
very narrow escape from losing his life 
in the raging torrent. Considerable 
damage was done to the channel at this 
point, but since the dredging company 
is obligated to mend matters of this 
kind the city is not worrying over the 
mishaps.

About a week ago a South Pasa- 
dena paper charged that the present 
7 cént rate here is maintained in the 
face of the fact that Azusa obtains its 
power for 3 cents. The statement of 
the Trustees will point out that Azusa 
owns and operates its own distributing 
system and buys its power wholesale.

It Desires to Create Itself Into an 
Independent Irrigation District and 
Is Not Averse to Taking Water 
From an Extension of the Colorado 
Ditch.

MECCA (Cal) Feb. 2.—Some misun- 
derstanding apparently exists in Im- 
perial Valley as to what end how 
much connection the Coachella Var- 
ley desires to have with her in the 
securing of the Colvrado River water 
for this valley. According to a lettet 
written and published by an mas Cen- 
tro editor, it would seem as though 
they were under the impression that 
the Coachella Valley was anxious to 
assume part of the n ot 
troubles which they are having! in at- 
tempting to abandon their old sys- 
tems and go under the operation ot a 
new system under the Bridgford act. 
Coachella Valley desires to obtain, if 
possible, an extension of the Colorado 
ditch so that it will take in all of her 
land. It desires, however, to create 
itself into an independent irrigation 
‘district and only to be connected with 
the Imperial Valley in case said val- 
ley secures her water from the Laguna 
Dam and runs it on a high enough 
grade for the placing of water eco- 
nomically on Coachella Valley lands. 
Under do people 
of this ey care about being in an 
irrigation district with the Imperial 
Valley, but would like to so arrange 
it as to secure a continuation of their 
new proposed high line ditch. 

Mecca is extremely fortunate in ly- 
ing in that part of the valley in which 
the large freo flowing artesian wells 
can be obtained. Some of those al- 
ready drilled are giving as high as 
forty feet of water from a four and 
one-half-inch casing. This allows the 
development of a good size area of 
land from one well and makes each 
small holder independent in his water 
supply. On the Oasis orange ranch, a 
few miles from here, one six-inch well 
gives a continuous flow of sixty-five 
inches throughout the year. Inasmuch

Man Rushes Up to Justice for

The percentage of Thomas Lee Wool- 
wine's gain in the recount of the votes 
for District Attorney took a drop yes- 
terday. Eleven precincts were gone 
over. The result gave Fredericks 
eight more votes than the official count 
and allowed sixteen ballots more to 
Woolwine, leaving the latter eight to 
the good for the day. 
Some ot the persons deeply interested 
in Woolwine's fight admitted in a pri- 
vate conference last evening that the 


unseat his successful opponent. 

The figures which have been com- 
piled by the clerks under the direction 
of Judge Murphey tell the true status 
of the recount. 

The ballots which have been ad- 
mitted in evidence show that Wool- 
wine has actually gained 298 votes. In 
order to have as many votes as Frede- 
ricks he will have to gain one vote for 
every 22.6 ballots which were cast. 
Figuring on this percentage and con- 
sidering the total number of votes cast, 
he should at this time have gained 
447.8 votes. 

This is the correct manner of com- 
puting the gain as the precincts which 
have been counted have more than an 
average nuniber of votes. It has been 
a noticeable fact that the large gains 
have all been in big precincts where 
tired o ls were prone to make mis- 


takes. 
At the official count, aa checked up 
by the Board of Supervisors, Frede- 
ricks had a majority of 2413 votes. 
Figuring on the basis of precincts, of 
which there are 402 in the county, 
Woolwine would have to gain six votes 
in each precinct and one extra one to 
tle the incumbent. As a matter of fact 
Fredericks gains in some precincts and 
in many there are no changes. 
Woolwine’s followers have chosen 
this basis to show the manner of his 
gain. As seventy precincts have been 
admitted in evidence, it would be 
necessary for him to have gained 420 
votes at this time in order to keep up 
an average which would change the 
ultimate result. 

The contestants are claiming the 
benefit of a gain of seventy-four votes 
in precinct No. 3. These ballots have 
not been admitted in evidence, ag they 
were returned done up in wrapping pe- 
per instead of in a sealed envelope. 

Counting in this precinct, Woolwine 
has gained 372 votes, whereas his gain 
on t percentage basis should have 
been 458.3, leaving him a deficit of 86.3 
ballots. 

More important still, the precincts 
wherein Woolwine expected to make 
great gains have now been recounted 
and have disappointed him. 

Precincts No. 38, 56, 64 and 70 have not 
been counted. The returns were in 
about the same condition as those 
from precinct No. 3. The envelope 
had been torn completely off the bal-

Judge Murphey would not even per- 
mit the ballots to be counted until 
evidence has taken as to the 
cause of the condition.
